Dear Mr. Chairman: 


Ton will recall that at the Hearing before your vesaittee on 13 June 
1955 » at which authorisation of a new headquarters building for the Central 
Intelligence Agency was considered (Title IV cf H.f . 5700), -Where was seme 
discussion as to the proposed location cf this new construction in view of 
the over-all Government dispersal policy. A® I explained at that time, we 
had carefully considered this matter, and because our werlc entails such ccn- 
stant and immediate personal consultation with other Government agencies, 
orbicularly the : 4hite House , the National Security Council, the Department 
of State, and the Department of Defense, and because for security reasons a 
great deal of our business cannct be conducted by telephone, we had con- 
cluded that our effectiveness would be seriously reduced if we were located 
at a c o ns id erable distance from these agencies. Accordingly, on 1C November 
195k we requested art exception to current dispersion standards from the Di- 
rector of the Office of Defense Mobilization who, on 33 December 19$h, con- 
curred in our request. I am attaching copies of this correspondence hereto. 


In view of the interest expressed by you and the members of your Com- 
mittee, as well as by members of the Senate Subcommittee before whom we also 
testified, I carefully reviewed the proposed location on Ik June with Tap, 
Flemming, Director of the Office of Defense Hobilizaticn a representative of 
the Director of the Bureau of the Budget, and others. As a result of thin 
review we have reaffirmed the necessity to locate cur headquarters within 
close proximity to the District of Columbia. At the rare time, these offi- 
cials recognized that this exception in our behalf would not In any way bo 
considered as a precedent for other Govern :ent agencies. The Administration 
supports this position. 
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As Ota of the possible locations for cor building we desire tc consider 
the aevwrn<vKttHns»d lead at the Research Station of the Bureau of Public 
load* at Langley in Fairfax County, Virginia, If I testified before ./oar 
Ceanittee, h o aev er , this site at aid act be feasible without Hie extension of 
tba George Washington Parkway Y cm its present teraiaaa near Spent Kan tc- the 
Bureau of Puttie Reads preparty. Altfccugfc this extension is definitely 
planned! for tba f Stare, t m informed that the ' ! eparts»nt of the Interior dee# 
net hare feeds in its budget for fiscal Year 195* with i&ieh te undertake 
this construction, ths estimated cost of which is #1^500,000. The Bureau of 
-tits Budget, haa, therefore, authorised us te sobadt for your oonsideraticn a 
revision of title IF of 1. 1. 5T00 itoicfc would provite authorisation for this 
Parknay extension if the Langley site should be finally selected. If the 
Langley Mte is selected, it would not be nece s sar y for ns to use any pert of 
the $6,000,000 requested for the acquisition of lsni, since the instillation 
weald then be located on land already owed by the Government. Alternatively, 
if Laagley ie net eeleeted, we would necessarily use funds authorised for the 
acquisition of land sfcieh would astonatically cancel the requested authority 
for fteds to extend the George ’fatfiington n * rltway. 

A copy of ©nr proposed revision cf Title IF cf B.U. 5700 is attached here- 
with and a copy of it ail handed to Hr. assart yester-lay. !tr, Smart iiferaed 
us that year Committee had already reported out B.?S. 5700 with the lungs age of 
title XT as originally requested. It was his opinion that we should request 
the Senate iraed Services Ooandttee, which has not yet reported out its ver- 
sion of ths HiUtsry Construction Bill, to include the revised language as 
Title XT of their version, rather than seek to asead H.R. 5700 on the floor cf 
the Sense, bh have, therefore, addressed a letter along these lines te Sena- 
tor Steams, Chairman of the SubeensdtteQ m ‘leal Sat ate and Military Cca- 
strueetion. However, X ale© wanted to Insure that you were .Tally advised as tc 
the action we proposed tc take,
